Marcus A. Hanna baa at last suc- 


ceeded in purchasing enough votes to 
secure him a seat in the United States 
Senate. 
One member of tho Leglsla' 


tura was offered $10,000,•« which, was 
probably'about the' top price paid for 


^Republican members of. the 


Totes. 


The 


Ohio Legislature, who refused to vote 
for Hanoa, openly charged on the floor 
of the House that bribery had been re- 
aorted to to get votes for the great 
boodlor. 
They earnestly requested 


that before proceeding further with 
the election of United States Senator, 
a joint committee of the two Houses 
be appointed and authorized to send 
for persons and papers to thoroughly 
investigate the charges. 
Having full 


faith in the truth of the charges of 
^bribery made against Hanna and the 
men whom he employed to do his dirty 
work, seven Eepublican members o'l 
the Legislature asked in the name ol 
the people of the State, and-in- the 
name of justice, purity, good morals 
and everything that is dear to a patri- 
otic people that an investigation be 
had. 
All but one of the seven mem- 


bers pledged themselves to vote for 
Hanna if the charges were shown to be 
false, and the seventh man refused to 
make each promise for the reason that 
ho is absolutely certain that Hanna 
did attempt to bribe members. 


Of 
course 
the members 
whose 


pockets were bulging with Banna's 
money did not want an investigation 
before proceeding with the election 9: 
Senator, nor at all, as they did not care 
to have themselves proclaimed bribe 
takers. 
Tht>y delivered the goods by 


voting for Hanna and there is rejoic- 
ing at the White House and in every 
gold center not only in the Unitec 
States, but in Europe, over his success 
in bribing legislators. 


BELIEF 
FOR THE 
KLOND1KEKS 


Congress appropriated $100,000 for 


the relief of those who were repre 
sented as being in a starving condition 
on the Klondike. Bids for furnishing 
supplies were immediately asked for 
by the Government and arrangements 
are being made by the War Depart 
ment to take them to their destination 
The relief expedition will leave Port- 
land, Oregon, on the 23rd instant for 
the Klondike. It will consist of sixty 
infantry men, picked from various 
companies which have been stationed 
in Montana and Wyoming and are ac- 
customed to a cold climate. 
There 


will be one hundred pack mules anc 
the steamer will take 250 tons of provi- 
sions to th* nearest port to the Ohil- 
coot Pass. 


The latest reports from Dawson City 


are to the effect that there is no dan- 
ger of starvation in .the mines. There 
is abundance of fresh meat—moose 
and caribou—large herds ;of which 
passed through the ,country recently. 


The expedition, it is believed, w 


not reach the Klondike before the 
breaking up of the ice on the Yukon, 
but it is possible that it may reach 
there in the latter part of March. '

1. Hanna was duly declared elected 
United States Senator from Ohio for 
the unexpired term ending March 4 
1899. The ballot for long term re- 
sulted the same as the former one and 
he was declared elected for the long 
term. This ended the proceedings.

the captain's share was $83,000. The 
total value of the whole product of the 
whales brought into "New Bedford dur- 
ing the 52 years for which a record has 
been kept is iriore than $145,000,000. 


"The average ship, carrying a crew 


of 80 hands, used to cost about $85,000. 
The ships .were owned by companies, 
which .supplied provisions ajid clothing 
and ail the necessaries of the voyage 
and advanced certain sums of money ;f or; 
tne captain and his crew to leave for 
the support of their families wuile they 
were away.' -No wages 'were .paid to 
either the officers or the .sailors, but 
each had his share in the .proceeds of 
the voyage, aud the balance was divided 
among the stockholders when they re- 
turne'd.l The' captains and mates 'were 
hardy New JSuglanders, but the crews 
Were mostlySPortugnese from tho: Cana- 
ry, Madeira And Azore islands."

MAKJNG READY FOR A RUN. 


A Locomotive Is Almost, co Carefully 


Groomed as a Race Horse. -- 


"Eunniug the Fast Express" is the 


title of an article by George Ethelbert 
WalskinSt. Nicholas. Mr. Walsh says: 
. The. engineer comes down to his post 
of duty nearly an hour before his train 
is scheduled to leave. All night long in 
the roundhouse the engine has been 
carefully watched; a wiper has spent 
the whole night rubbing down the pant- 
ing, snorting iron horse until every rod 
and cylinder shines like gold 01? silver; 
the banked fire.has been kept going, so 
.that a little steam has been always in 
the boxes, aud before he left at iiight 
the: fireman ::pnt everything in perfect 
order inside the cab. The fireman-ap- 
pears first in the morning and inspects 
the work of tho roundhouse men, and 
if any part is not satisfactory he makes 
it so. The engineer makes his inspection 
after the fireman and thoroughly and 
carefully examines every part. All tho 
bearings arc then oiled, and the .oil cups 
are filled with oil. Next the engine is 
run out of the roundhouse and tested. 
Fifteen minutes before the time to start 
the engine is coupled to the train, and 
the steam aud airbrakes are tested. 


No race horse was ever brought to his 


post better fitted for running the course 
than is the locomotive of the fast ex- 
press. In addition to the tests already 
made, a mechanic goes from wheel to 
•wheel, and upon every one strikes a 
sharp, resounding blow to aticertain if 
the wheel and axle are. sound. Nuts and 
bolts are examined. Tho engineer and 
fireman are held responsible for the per- 
fect condition of the engine and cars be- 
ore the start is made.
